He obtained about 30 
pounds of copper at the Seibel- 
Suessdorf Copper & Iron Manu- 
facturing Co., 822 South Second 
street, where he worked, and be- 
came a manufacturer himself. 

His employer, Conrad C. Seibel, 
related that Ballance took dies 
used in making coal mine screens 
and flattened the dies with a 
punch press to the proper thick- 
ness for nickels, dimes and quar- 
ters. Then, during working hours, 
he turned out hundreds of slugs. 
Following his arrest yesterday, he 
admitted using 1000 or more slugs 
in East Side slot machines, 
| Ballance’#'seven months’ career 


as a slug manufacturer ended 
when his employers noticed some 
peculiar holes in scrap copper 
which they were planning to sell 
yesterday. They realized the holes 
were not made in their manufac- 
turing process, and then discov- 
ered the holes were exactly the 
size of dimes, nickels and quar- 
ters. They suspected Ballance and, 
after police found a quarter-size 
punch and 11 slugs in his pockets, 
he admitted he hac been making 
the false coins, He is 27 years old 
and lives at 735 South Broadway. 
He was held for investigation and 
was to be questioned today by a 
United States Secret Service man.

Of those 
taken off the payroll, he said, 
about 450 work in the Southern 
Illinois coal producing area. 

The Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road, which previously laid off 
about 2500 men, announced plans 
today to cut off an additional 5000 
employes by next Friday. Only 
five of the 2500 held jobs in the 
St, Louis area and only 35 of the 
5000 to be furloughed work in the 
city a spokesman said. 

The Frisco Railroad announced 
that it had cut 300 employes off 
the payroll as’ a result of the 
strike, and the Wabash Railroad

Federal Sede Report to 
Congress Covers Nine 
Months — 12,786 JAses 
Listed.

WASHINGTON, April 9—Forty- 
seven per cent of the federal mine 
safety code violations found by 
federal coal mine inspectors in the 
nine-month period ended March 31 
were not corrected, the Bureau of 
Mines reported to Congress today. 

The inspectors completed and 
submitted to the bureau 949 re- 
ports noting 12,786 Wiolations of 
the code and indicating that ac- 
tion was not taken to correct 6060, 
or 47 per cent, of the violations. 
Correction of 1344 violations, or 11 
per cent, was less than half com- 
pleted; correction of 961, or 8 per 
cent, was more than half com- 
pleted, and 4411 violations, or 34 
per cent, were corrected com- 
pletely. 

No Enforcement Powers. 

The bureau report was the third 
in a series ‘of four required by 
public law 328, the measure en- 
acted after the Centralia explosion 
of March 25, 1947, that killed 111 
miners. The avowed purpose was 
to give the states an opportunity 
to better mine conditions, with the 
implied warning that the Govern- 
ment would be forced to step in 
if this was not accomplished. The 
present law gives federal inspec- 
tors no enforcement powers. 

In general, state agencies and 
operators in 18 states, including 
Illinois and Missouri, co-operated 
to a greater or lesser extent with 
the bureau. Agencies of seven 
coal-producing states submitted no 
data.‘ The bureau analysis showed 
that the Eastern states corrected 
more violations than those in the 
Middle West. For example, in 
West Virginia 60 per cent of ‘vio~ 
lations were fully or partly cor- 
rected, while 46 per cent. were 
fully or partly corrected in I)li- 
nois, 

8 Groups of ‘Reports. 

Three different groups of re- 
ports were tabulated—the reports 
of federal inspectors, of state in- 
apectorsa and of mine owners or 
operators, The reports do not in 
all instances cover the same mines 
and the timing of follow-up in- 
spections varied, State inspectors 
frequently report their checks 
covered only, such. provisions of 
the federal code a& were incorpo- 
rated in their atate code. 

“The greatest variation of per- 
centages is in the no-action classi- 
fication,” the bureau stated, “The 
Bureau of Mines reported no ac- 
tion taken to correct 47 per cent 
of the violations, whereas the state 
agencies reported 39 per cent and 
the mihe owners 25 per cent, indi-

NUERNBERG, Germany, April 
9 (AP)—Twenty officers\of Adolf 
Hitler’s S.S. (Elite Guard) were 
convicted of wholesale murder to- 


day in an American finding s0 se- 
vere the death penalty for many 
seemed inescapable. Sentences 
will be announced tomorrow 
morning. 
A three-judge court found them 
on all three counts of an 
indictment charging the killing of 
at least 1,000,000 Jews, gypsies and 
others classified by the Nazis as 
racial undesirables. Only two of 
the 22 men in the dock were found 
not guilty in any degree. 
The judgment was handed 
down by Presiding Judge Michael 
A. Musmanno of Pittsburgh. He 
summed up the counts as “plain 
murder.” 
One 8.S. captain was acquitted 
of two counts—war crimes and 
crimes against humanity. He was 
convicted of the third—member- 
ship'in a criminal organization; 
namely, the 8.8. and the 8.D. (a 
department that ran a spy sys- 


tem). 
Corporal Cleared. 

One corporal was found not 
guilty of all three charges be- 
cause he once quit the 8.8. and 
got back into it only through the 
draft. 

Convicted of all three counts 
were four 8.8. generals, 12 col- 
onels, three majors and one lieu- 
tenant. 

They were commanding officers 
of the Einsatz Commandos. These 
were units, none of more than 
2000 men, established by Rein- 
hard Heydrich, chief of the Se- 
curity Service. They were sent 
into Russia behind the rampag- 
ing German armies to wipe out 
whole classes of people Hitler and 
Gestapo Chief Meinrich Himmler 
thought were better off dead. 
Mainly they exterminated Jews. 
Their own records, introduced in 
court, showed at least 1,000,000 
killed. The prosecution held that 
perhaps 2,000,000 died from their 


bullets or in their gas vans.

“A man who places a bom), 
lights a fuse and rapidly takes 
himself to other regions ig cer- 
tainly absent when the explosion 
occurs, but his responsibility is 
no less because of that prudent 
non-presence.” 

Of Maj. Schubert, who alleged- 
ly traced his ancestry to the great 
Viennese composer, Musmanno 
said: “It is a far cry from the 
Unfinished Symphony of Vienna 
to the finished massacre in the 
Crimea in which the defendant 
played a leading part.” 

Former Minister's Defense. 

The former minister, Ernst Bi- 
berstein, was accused of killing 
3000 persons. He stated during 
the trial that he witnessed the 
executions to ascertain the effect 
they would have on him, 

When asked by the tribunal if 
he gave religious comfort to those 
whom he was about to execute, 
he replied he would not “cast 
pearls before swine.” 

Of another defendant, Col. Gus- 
tav Nosske, the tribunal said it 
would take into consideration he 
returned 6000 Romanian Jews 
from Germany to Romania with- 
out executing them, but would 
also give consideration to his 
statement he returned them only 
because he did not want to do 
Romania’s job’ of shooting them. 

In a general finding yesterday, 
the court held that a superior’s 
order is no defense against a 
criminal charge. It said a soldier 
is a reasoning agent “bound only 
to obey the lawful orders of bis 
superior.”’

WASHINGTON, April 9—Hous- 
ing legislation got the green light 
from the Senate Policy Commit- 
tee today when it decided the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill would 
be taken up in the Senate next 
week. 

Senator Taft, chairman of the 
committee and co-author of the 
bill, told reporters it would be 
considered as soon as it is report- 
ed out of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee. 

That committee has already ap- 
proved the bill, as modified by 
amendments proposed by Sena- 
tor Flanders (Rep.), Vermont. 
What remains for the committee 
is simply the mechanical job of 
rewriting the bill to incorporate 
the Flanders amendments. 

Senator Tobey, (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, said this would be 
finished early next week, so that 
the bill would be ready for con- 
sideration on the floor of the Sen- 
ate by Thursday or Friday. 

The bill is an omnibus long- 
range measure, pending for nearly 
four years. It sets as a goal con- 
struction of 1,500,000 new homes 
each year for the next 10 years, 
and provides various forms of 
mortgage insurance and equity 
capital yield insurance intended 
to achieve that result. 

Its most controversial provision 
is a program for 500,000 public 
housing units to be constructed 
within the next five years for the 
use Of low income families unable 
to buy or rent homes constructed 
by private builders. 

An effort will be made on the 
Senate floor to‘strike the public|s 
housing provision from the bill. 
This hag been promised by Sena- 
tor McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
whose own housing bill, without 
public housing, was pigeon-holed 
by the banking committee. 

There is a fair chance, how- 
ever, that the Senate may approve 
public housing. It stands less 
chance in the House of Represen- 
tatives, where the Banking Com- 
mittee chairman, Representative 
Wolcott (Rep.), Michigan, has 
kept the T-E-W bill bottled up be- 
cause of his opposition to public 
housing. 


SOVIETS ORDER 1 TO 20 PCT, 
RICE. CUTS ON MANY ITEMS 


LONDON, April 9 (UP) — The 
Moscow radio reported today that 
the Russian Cabinet had ordered 
reductions of 10 to 20 per cent in 
the prices of a long list of con- 
sumer goods.

Premier Alcide de Gasperi, his 
bags packed for a last week of 
campaigning, presided over his 
anti-Communist Cabinet. 


Security Forces Ready. 

Later, Vice Premier Randolfo 
Pacciardi, the Cabinet's security 
chief, told a press conference 
Italy's armed forces were ready 
to meet any situation’ that might 
arise from the elections, even ‘to 
the extent of using airborne trans- 
port of troops and police if neces- 
sary. 

“Every measure has been taken 
to guarantee freedom of voting 
and public order before and dur- 
ing the elections, and also in the 
period which will be more critical] 
after the elections,” he said, 

Pacctardi reported preparations 
were “complete—that” is, ready to 
meet any situation, even the most 
delicate, wherever it may be nec- 
essary even in the least central 
localities or those least accessible 
to the forces of public order.”

Letter Opposing Easier

WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)

PRESIDENT TELLS 
FINS SOVIET PACT 
PROMISES PEACE 


Paasikivi Says Consulta- 

tion Clause Follows Ex- 

actly Helsinki’s Original 
Directive. 


By EDWIN SHANKE 


HELSINKI, April 9 (AP) — 
President Juho K. Paasikivi told 
the Finish people in a radio ad- 
dress tonight “we can look with 
confidence toward the future.” 

Reporting on the recently con- 


eludéd Russian-Finnish. friendship 
and mutual assistance pact, he 
said: 


“Finland’s participation in a 
war against the Soviet Union is 
absolutely excluded, and let us 
hope our land and its territory 
will be spread in the future from 
an attack by possible enemies of 
the Soviet Union. 

“The new treaty is designed to 
accomplish that. In that case, the 
military clauses of the treaty wil) 
remain unapplied and that will be 
the best result from Finland's 
point of view as well as all other 
countries.” 

Article on Consultation. 

The 78-year-old president took 
up Article Two, on consultation, 
which has caused the most discus- 
sion abroad, and said: 


with the Romanian and the Hun- 
garian treaties with Russia) the 
duty of consultation has been 
limited and has been made as 
restricted as possible. It becomes 
effective only when a threat of 
aggression against Finnish terri- 
tory has been established. The 
word ‘established’ signifies a mu- 
tual expression of views.” 

“The text of the second article 
was most thoroughly considered 
here in Helsinki,” Paasikivi con- 
tinued. “The accepted formula- 
tion was exactly the same as the 
one which was included in the 
first directives given the delega- 
tion. 


“Room for Interpretation.” 


“It is hardly possible to find 
a text which would not leave 
some room for interpretation. If 
you take a realistic point of view, 
one cannot believe that the Soviet 
Union will sit with its hands in 
its lap after a threat of aggres- 
sion against Finnish territory has 
been established. It is natural in 
such a case to negotiate how the 
aggression is to be repelled.” 


Article Two has been criticized 
both in Helsinki and abroad as 
a weak point of the security pact 
because it requires interpretation 
of the time when a threat of ag- 
gression exists. 


Paasikivi commented on “ru- 
mors about internal unrest, at- 
tempts at a coup and disturbance 
of the next political elections,” 
and said: “No concrete facts have 
been produced which show such 
objectives. "And, morever, such 
objectives would have no chance 
of success here.”

HE projected western Euro- 
pean union now seems sure of 
strong American military sup- 
port as a way to strengthen the 
West against Russian expansion. 
| However, several major problems 
‘remain to be worked out, includ- 
‘ing the precise forms this support 
may take. 

Belgian Premier Paul Henri 
Spaak, who has conferred here 
this week with President Truman, 
Under Secretary of State Robert 
A. Lovett, and other leaders, told 
a press conference last night the 
European nations would ask for 
military as well as recovery help 
later on. First, Spaak said, they 
want to consolidate their new or- 
ganization. 

Spaak was one of the prime 
movers in a five-nation meeting 
at Brussels a month ago which 
drafted a treaty for economic, po- 
litical and military co-operation 
among the Western states. These 
nations are Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. 

Bloc Approved by U. S&S. 


The United States, in state- 
‘ments by Truman and Secretary 
‘of State George C. Marshall, is 
on record as approving the for- 
‘mation of this Western bloc. Also, 
as Spaak reminded reporters, 
Truman told Congress on March 
17 that this country intended to 
back up the free nations of Eu- 
rope in their struggle to maintain 
their freedom against Communist 
Russia. 

Spaak said he had talked with 
American Government officials 
about the “support” Truman 
called for. He said no conclu- 
sions had Seen reached. 

Even before Truman spoke, State 
and Defense Department officials 
had been studying what steps the 
American Government might take. 
Tovett told a press conference 
Wednesday that some _ definite 
ideas had been worked out, al- 
though no formal policy decision 
had yet been made. 

One reason for this is that the 
United States, with a broad-scale 
military program now pending be- 
fore Congress, is still in the proc- 
ess of deciding how to build up 
its own strength. Once'‘this deci- 
sion is reached, Government offi- 
cials feel that definite promises 
made to the nations of western 
Europe will carry much more 
weight. 

Two Courses Open. 

Two main lines of action are 
foreseen, 

One is for the United States to

need assistance in the form of 
ammunition, planes, tanks 
and the like. 

The other is in the form of an 
outright military alliance which 
the American Government might 
make with the Western bloc as a 
unit.

A Reprieve for Palestihe? 


Out of Lake Success comes the report that 
American soldiers soon may be marching along 
the sun-blanched hill roads of Palestine. Al- 
though this is based on the 15-point trusteeship 
outline submitted to the United Nations this 
week by Warren Austin, the American delegate, 
one doubts that it will come to pass. 

Because of Russia’s expansionism and because 
of Palestine’s proximity to the oil of the Middle 
East, it is essential that the Red Army be kept 
out of the Holy Land. And it is difficult to see 
how this can be managed unless the United 
States also stays out. 

On paper, however, the American proposal 
seems to have solved this problem by putting it 
beyond a Russian veto. Since this negative can 
be exercised only in the Security Council, the 
trusteeship would be created by a two-thirds 
vote of the General Assembly and then entrusted 
to the Trusteeship Council. This consists of 11 
Western nations and Russia, but the Russians 
have never taken their seat—probably because 
they have no taste for being out-voted. 

Under the Austin plan, order would be main- 
tained in Palestine by a UN administration with 
the help of locally recruited police forces. But 


‘outside help would be available, if necessary. 


This would come from a group of nations, 
pledged in advance to such armed action at their 
own expense. How many governments other 
than the American can accept such an obligation 
under current economic conditions? How many 
feel that they have an interest in Palestine suf- 
ficient to warrant the commitment? 

But quite aside from this and other features of 
the trusteeship proposal, there hardly seems to 
be time enough to bring it into force before May 
15, the date set by the British for withdrawal. 
If something is not done by then, an all-out 
war between Jews and Arabs seems inevitable. 
Both camps spurn the Security Council’s efforts 
to gain a mere truce. Indeed, who can say that 
the arbitrament of blood has not already begun? 

Under this time pressure, partition already 
has been abandoned. Would it not be wise also 
to delay trusteeship, and to work out an imme- 
diate solution in terms of the present? Chief of 
these is the fact that the British are in Palestine 
and have had considerable experience there. 
London no longer can afford the cost, but there 
might be a possibility of persuading it to carry 
on if Washington agreed to take over the lion’s 
share of the economic burden. 

That there has been thinking along this line 
in Whitehall was indicated by a London Econo- 
mist editorial reprinted on this page March 31. 
It suggested a contribution of men as well as 
money by the United States. That, of course, 
is how the British might be expected to open 
the bargaining. But if the American economic 
share were made large enough, they might not 
insist on the manpower. 

This suggestion offers at least a temporary 
solution as nearly as possible within the terms 
of the status quo. By introducing no new mili- 
tary elements, it deprives the Kremlin of most 
of its arguments that one of these should be 
supplied by the Red Army. If also the Stratton 
bill were passed to admit displaced persons to 
the United States and as an example to other 
nations, this solution might buy time enough to 
work out the Palestine problem. 
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Big St. Louis Housing Boom 

St. Louis issued building permits in March to 
accommodate 95 families and to demolish old 
housing for 12 families. The net gain of 83 is 
acclaimed as the greatest since August 1946 
(when the Truman Administration, so the real 
estate men assured us, was stifling construction). 
At 83 a month, it would take 75 years to replace 
the 74,240 units in St. Louis which at the time 
of the 1940 census needed major repairs, or had 
no private baths or private flush toilets or no 
running water at all. It would take only 75 
years, that is, if the population were standing 
still and every building cofld be preserved in- 
stead of being worn out in use. No doubt St. 
Louisans living doubled up with relatives or rats 
will be impressed with this sign of eventual 
relief. 
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Wallace Makes It ALO Out 

Henry A. Wallace has broadened the base of 
his complaint. At first his criticism was against 
President Truman and his policies. He did not 
say so, but he allowed many Democrats to be- 
lieve that his opposition was almost entirely 
against the foreign policies of the man who an- 
nounced what is now known as the Truman Doc- 
trine. It appeared to be largely a matter of 
Wallace-Truman personalities and so seemed to 
reflect in large part the row over the Madison 
Square Garden speech, which resulted in Mr. 
Wallace’s ouster from the post of Secretary of 
Commerce. 

The third party leader now proceeds to dis- 
miss this idea, which he describes as a “‘miscon- 
ception.”

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Song, Dance and the-American Way 

After Congress built its wall against immigra- 
tion in 1924, patriotic orators stopped talking 
about “the melting pot” and, instead, eulogized 
“the American way.” Homogeneity, however, 
was not fully achieved merely by a change of 
style in speech-making. Despite their passion 
for standardization, Americans realized the value 
of preserving—within limits—the diversities of 
their heritage. 

The proof of this is to be seen these days at 
the National Folk Festival—being held for the 
esecond successive year in Kiel Auditorium—even 
more. than in such phenomena as the displace- 
ments of Anglo-Saxon names in college football 
line-ups. Many Americans are nurturing much 
more lively contacts with the past than the auto- 
matic continuation of a polysyllabic name. They 


_ are putting amazing energy into old folk dances 


and ballads. And certainly the mechanized 
United States is the richer for the effort. 
Lithuanian, Mexican, Indian, Spanish, French, 
Scottish, Irish and other strains are being kept 
ure in thig festival, rather than mixed into 
ous indeseribablé hodge-podge. Obviously, we 


must be grateful for the effort. Also it can be 
wondered whether Congress was so wise, after 
all, in raising barriers against foreigners. 

Just now, America certainly needs the brawn 
and brains, the wisdom and the ideals of many 
of Europe’s homeless ones. Those who prevented 
passage of the Stratton bill should have been 
given complimentary passes to the Folk Festival. 
It could open their eyes.

Wise Public School Recommendation 

Opinion for ending the religious instruction 
program now conducted through the public 
school system in St. Louis has built up to the 
point where it remains only for the Board of 
Education itself to act. 

First, Emmet T. Carter, board counsel, studied 
the 8-to-1 Supreme Court ruling in the McCol- 
lum case and found the St. Louis “released 
time” plan illegal. Next, Superintendent Philip 
J. Hickey recommended that the St. Louis plan 
be dropped. Now the Instruction Committee of 
the School Board has approved Mr. Hickey’s 
recommendation by a vote of 2 to 1. Confirma- 
tory board action should follow as a matter of 
course. 

Armed with an opinion by Jacob M. Lashly, 
counsel for the Metropolitan Church Federation, 
the Rev. Clarence Peters, secretary of the St. 
Louis Inter-Faith Committee, which conducts 
the religious instruction program, admitted that 
at least some of the St. Louis practices were 
contrary to the law as laid down by the Supreme 
Court. He made these admissions by proposing 
certain changes in the St. Louis plan which he 
and Lashly felt would meet the Supreme Court's 
objections to the Champaign (IIl.) plan. 

Significantly, however, the Inter-Faith Com- 
mittee wanted to retain the hour a week of re- 
leased school time and wanted to continue pres- 
ent operations through the end of the current 
school year. Mr. Carter pointed out to the 


board immediately that the fundamental fiat of . 


the Supreme Court was that schools could not 
give away to the churches time that the state 
compulsory attendance law gave to the schools, 
and that the Inter-Faith Committee’s proper re- 
course was to the Legislature to amend the com- 
pulsory attendance law to permit “dismissed” 
time—a shorter school day one day a week—as 
against the present “released” time. 

Thus, in the opinion of Mr. Carter, as against 
the opinion of Mr. Lashly, the Rev. Mr. Peters’ 
proposals still carry the defect that the Supreme 
Court found fatal: The public school attendance 
law would be used to recruit pupils for the re- 
ligious instruction program. 

Sectarian teaching is the responsibility of par- 
ents and pastors. The places for it are the 
church, the Sunday school and the home. St. 
Louis will distinguish itself by becoming the first 
large city to square itself with the McCollum 
decision’s wise strengthening of the wall between 
church and state. 
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For an End to Operations FLOP 


For lack of adequate funds, our great wartime 
Air Force has been weakened to the point where 
one of its public demonstrations became known 
as Operation FLOP. Of nearly 3000 long-range 
bombers in combat readiness on V-J day, only 
about 150 have been maintained in flight condi- 
tion. The kind of striking power which means 
most in modern preparedness has been allowed 
to fade toward insignificance. 

President Truman has now asked Congress 
for an additional appropriation of $725,000,000 to 
help return the Air Force to strength. Congress 
should promptly grant the request. One result 
should be the creation, as soon as possible, of a 
long-distance bombardment command capable of 
striking at strategic points in Russia over the top 
of the world. 

That can be a big stick. With it, our national 
spokesmen can perhaps afford to speak more 
softly and act more positively. In proportion as 
we substitute quiet strength for nervous fear, we 
will improve our chances to maintain peace in a 
balance-of-power world. 
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Gangsters on the March 

The almost fatal beating of a Joliet editor 
shows what may be expected where there is an 
alliance of politics and crime. William R. Mc- 
Cabe, victim of the assault, is running for a 
minor party post against Alfred J. Schupp, Re- 
publican boss of a hoodlum-supported machine. 
And he blamed political enemies for the attack. 

Just who were McCabe’s assailants is for the 
police to find out. But it should not be surpris- 
ing if politicians interested in law-violation are 
unwilling to trust their offices to the voters. and, 
instead, try other means of eliminating opposi- 
tion. Where they get away with that, nobody in 
the community can be safe unless he conforms 
to the gang’s pattern. This is fascism, strong- 
arnt rule, pure and simple. 

How far this may go was demonstrated only 
too clearly in Illinois in the Capone era. There 
were those who ignored it then because rum- 
running, vice, gambling and the like did not 
enter their daily lives. These people, however, 
overlooked the fact that money from these 
sources was running into political coffers and 
corrupting public office—which was their 
business. 

Survivors of the old. Capone crowd have been 
increasingly active in recent years, and not only 
in Chicago. They have followed their race track 
wires to many parts of the country, including St. 
Louis. On the East Side, gambling rivalries al- 
ready have resulted in bloodshed. The Joliet 
story, too, has its background of violence. And 
the lines of investigation certainly run in the 
direction of high political councils, 

We do not know what Illinois is going to do 
about this developing menace, but certainly 
there must be renewed vigilance at the bridges 
spanning the Mississippi. St. Louis must not 
become one of gangland’s fiefs, 
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A Common-Sense Move at Bogota 

It is excellent economic statesmanship for the 
United States delegates to the Pan-American 
Conference at Bogota to work for the expansion 
of oil production in Central and South America. 
This country has an oil shortage already, which 
would be greatly intensified in the event of war. 

It is generally agreed in Washington that 
Middle Eastern oil would not be a dependable 
supply in wartime, It is just as clear that, with 
the steel shortage, we are not in good position 
now to devote 16,000,000 tons of steel to the 
creation of a synthetic oil industry. 

Latin America, however, needs the dollar ex- 
change obtainable from the sale to us of oil. It 
is willing to engage in exploration of new fields 
and to sink the wells if the proposition is made 
financially attractive. 

A supply of oil should be assured now in Latin 
America. The synthetic oil program favored by 
Secretary Krug can come later, in a time of 
slack employment when its building will supply 
needed jobs.

Why America Must Buy Abroad 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


Huge surplus of U. S. exports over imports is a block to world re- 
covery, says editorial; we must come closer to balancing trade with 
others to avoid stagnation; there is a limit to loans; yet the recipro- 
cal trade treaty policy now is under fire of Republicans in Congress.

Though it has been obscured by the Mar- 
shall plan debate and the President's call 
for the draft, a matter of possibly even 
greater long-run significance to both Amer- 
ica and the world is approaching the time 
for action in Congress. This matter is our 
foreign trade policy. The immediate deci- 
sion is on extension of the reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act which expires June 12. 

It is not exaggerating to say that United 
States policy on foreign commerce may be 
more important than our emergency aid to 
Europe or than what we do about military 
training. 

The biggest block to world recovery is 
the gigantic surplus of United States ex- 
ports over imports. This surplus has cre- 
ated a great shortage of dollars in the out- 
side world. There is only a limited num- 
ber of ways in which this unstable .situa- 
tion can be balanced off: 


Countries that are short of dollars 
can quit buying from us when the 
emergency loans and grants are ended. 


These loans MUST end some day soon, 
We cannot continue financing our own ex- 
ports by Government loans indefinitely. If 
other countries quit buying from us, it 
would mean great hardship for them, 


It would also mean a great hardship on 
the United States, particularly our export 
industries. Even though our loans are con- 
tinuing, many countries—such as Australia, 
for example—are forced to severely limit 
their purchases, in the United States. 


We can continue financing our own 
exports by heavy private Mvestments 
overseas to replace our Government 
loans and grants. 


This is probably the way the dollar 
shortage will be met if it is met at all, 
We could continue to show a heavy export 
balance and meet it by a steady flow of 
overseas investment. England did this 
through much of the nineteenth century. 
But there is a catch. In order to get re- 
turns on these overseas investments, we 
must be prepared to import many more 
goods and services from overseas than we 
have in the past, 


We could encourage a great increase 
in imports into the United States so 
as to balance our export trade. 


The spread between imports and exports 
is so great, and likely to continue so great, 
that we would be unable to do this if we 
tried. However, we can greatly narrow the 
gap between exports and imports—and 
should. . 


American tourists can provide many dol- 
lars for foreign countries, and we can buy 
some services, like shipping and insurance, 
from abroad. But by all odds the greatest 
possibility is ‘in increasing imports of 
goods. 

The first alternative is intolerable. We 
cannot sit back and allow the world to re- 
vert to the isolationism and depression of 
the 30s. 

We must prepare to take action on both 
the second and third alternatives. It is 
plain that we cannot expect large over- 


‘seas investments without greatly increas- 


ing our imports. 


There is a strong movement now to 
scuttle the reciprocal trade agreements pol- 
icy and return tariff-making to Congress. 
A number of amendments are now being 
studied by Republican members of the 
House Ways and Means Committee to 
achieve this end. 


The most important is an amendment 
to require all trade agreements to be ap- 
proved by Congress. Representative Gear- 
hart (Rep.) of California, wants to void 
any submitted trade agreement if just one 
house of Congress rejects it, 


It requires no stretching of the imagina- 
tion to see what this would do‘to Amer- 
ica’s trade pvwlicy. Log-rolling pressure 
groups would stifle any efforts to bring 
more imports into this country. Yet the 
economic situation clearly requires exactly 
that. 

This is a time for the Republican party 
to show itself capable of leading a country 
with half the industrial power of the world, 
It is a time when every shred of isolation- 
ism must be discarded if we are to lead 
the world to peace and prosperity. Our 
current military and diplomatic policies are 
clearly tuned to our world role—they have 
to be. Congress recognizes the importance 
of our emergency aid program to Europe. 


Will it negate these short-run interna- 
tional programs by a long-run retreat back 
into our high-tariff past? 


Our Debt to Sadao Munemori 
From the Christian Science Monitor 


The United States Army transport “Wil- 
son Victory” was recently rechristened the 
Munemort 
is a Japanese name. But Sadao was an 
American boy, 

The Army’s tribute to this outstanding 
hero of the war~—who was also awarded 
posthumously the Congressional Medal of 
Honor—is another step taken to redress the 
unfavorable balance in the nation’s treat- 
ment of its Japanese-Americans. 

When Sadao Munemori performed single- 
handed prodigies of courage at Saravezza, 
Italy, in April 1945—finally saving the lives 
of two of his comrades by smothering with 
his own body the blaat of a grenade—he 
was fighting for a democracy which has 
not yet been extended to many of his fel- 
low Americans of Japanese ancestry. No 
honor paid to his name can settle the debt 
the United States owes to the thousands 


of his countrymen who suffered serious 
economic losses when they were evacuated 
from their West Coast homes in an im- 
provised, over-excited action. 

Why any further delay in making @ 
just settlement for the property and earn- 
ing losses suffered by Japanese-Americans 
at that time? Here is one recommenda- 
tion of President Truman's civil rights 
message which cannot be legitimately dis- 
puted. 

An “evacuation claims bill” was unani- 
mously passed by the Senate and reported 
favorably by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee in the Seventy-ninth Congress, which 
adjourned before the House could vote on 
it. But nothing has been done yet. 

Do Americans of the majority group 
feel comfortable about their unpaid debt to 
Sadeo Munemori—and the family he left 
behind him? 


Between Book Ends 
Mystic and His Search 


STRANGER IN THE EARTH, by Thomas Sugrue. (Henry 


Holt and Co., New York.) 


Metaphysics isn’t everybody's meat. Equal- 
ly limited in its audience is that variety of 
whimsy peculiar to the Irish which bounces 
airily back and forth between humorous 
fantasies and deadly serious philosophical 
speculations, and helps make James Joyce 
incomprehensible to many persons. Thomas 
Sugrue goes in for both, heavily, in this 
autobiographical work. 


A sub-title explains that this book is 
“The Story of a Search.” A quotation from 
Psalm 119 adds the 
further note, “I am a 
stranger in the earth: 
hide not the com- 
mandments from 
me.” In this book 
Sugrue reports that 
he found what he 
was ‘looking for — 
mental peace — but 
the manner in which 
he did it will remain 
a mystery to most 
readers. 

Somehow deeply 
involved in it all is 
a mythical figure 
named Joseph, who 
seems to be an arm of Sugrue’s spirit 
reaching out toward God and the en~“odi- 
ment of what he was searching for. A 
psychosomatic disease from which Sugrue 
suffered was mostly a result of the fact 
that he had “lost Joseph’”—the book ends 
when Joseph is rediscovered, The sensa- 
tions of the earth, Sugrue says in a con- 
cluding passage, “came first to Joseph, who 
examined them for my purpose, then 
bathed me in them, sponging.my desire, 
rubbing the sight of the green leaves of 
the maple into my eyes.” 


* - > 


Readers to whom this sort of thing ap- 
peals probably also will revel in the com- 
ments of an additional character, the Pro- 
fessor, with whom Sugrue carries on a run- 
ning dialogue throughout the book. The 
Professor is actually a clock but is sup- 
posed to represent the voice of society, 
Fortunately, the voice of society speaks 
more clearly to most people than does the 
Professor to Sugrue. 

In substance, this book reports the au- 
thor’s belief first in a moral order of the 
universe, second in the spiritual destitution 
of all existing religions, and third in the 
necessity of group action to approach God. 
He is no mystic in the classic sense, be- 
cause he does not seek a mystic unity with 
the Godhead; he wishes to stay in the main 
stream of society and help guide it a little 
if he can 

The essential point seems to be one made 
by Lessing, the German dramatist, and a 
number of other persons, Happiness, Less- 
ing said, comes in striving toward the God- 
head, not in reaching it. If Sugrue means 
the same thing, he has an oblique way of 


saying it.

Dewey Seriously Weakened. 


In Nebraska, Stassen faces the 
opposition of a strong political 
machine. Senator Hugh Butler of 
that state has thrown the weight 
of his organization in the balance 
for his friend Senator Taft. 

Opponents of Gov. Dewey are 
saying that his smashing defeat 
in Wisconsin eliminates him as a 
candidate. While it is a serious 
blow, this seems to me to go too 
far. The candidate who holds New 
York’s 90 delegates will continue 
to be a contender. 


Dewey's position is seriously 
weakened. Apparently confident 
of the outcome, he paid little heed 
to the Wisconsin test until the 
eleventh hour, when it was too 
late. He is now making a similar 
last-minute appeal in Nebraska. 


Outlook in Missouri. 


In Missouri, State Republican 
Chairman Barak T. Mattingly has 
worked in season and out to hold 
that state’s delegates for Dewey. 
But he conceded before the Wis- 
consin primary that defeat there 
would greatly weaken Dewey’s 
strength in Missouri. 

There is one incidental effect in 
Wisconsin and that is to put an- 
other nail in the coffin of LaFol- 
jette Progressivism, Old-time Pro- 
gressives were saddened at the 
spectacle of Phil LaFollette stump- 
ing the state for MacArthur and 
hailing him as a great liberal. In 
his own home county LaFollette, 
a MacArthur delegate, ran three 
to one behind the stalwart Repub- 
lican, Senator McCarthy, a Stas- 
sen delegate. 

Stassen’s victory is a minor rev- 
olution. It will be felt throughout 
the party right down to that day 
in June when the fateful conven- 
tion assembles to choose a stand- 
ard bearer.

GEN. 6. L. CARPENTER, 
SALVATION ARMY, DIES 


Head of Organization During 
War, Retired in 1946— 
75 Years Old.

SYDNEY, Australia, April 9 
(AP)—George Lyndon Carpenter, 
retired Salvation Army general, 
died today after an operation. He 
. was 75 years old,

Army in 1939

G. L. Carpentertive of new 
South Wales and a carpenter, he 
had joined the organization in 
Melbourne as a cadet in 1892. 
He was elected to his exalted 
post — the fifth general of the 
army — following the retirement 
of Gen. Booth. The High Council, 
which was dominated by the 
progressive element, selected him 
because it was felt a change was 
needed in the inner organization, 
leading toward a more democratic 
rule. 
Leader in Social Work. 


Gen. Carpenter supervised from 
international headquarters in Lon- 
don, the far-flung activities of the 
army’s 3,000,000 active members 
on all continents and adminis- 
worth $100,000,- 
000. Although primarily a re- 
ligious body, the army branched 
out in later years with its social 
work and he was one of the early 
leaders in this phase of endeavor. 

The beginning of his term co- 
incided with the outbreak of 
World War II in Europe. Head- 
quarters at 101 Queen Victoria 
street, London—once called “the 
best known of all London ad- 
dresses next to 10 Downing street” 
—was destroyed during one of the 
German bombing raids. 

Aid of Bramwell Booth. 

Earlier in his career, for 12 
years commencing in 1915, he was 
literally secretary to the late Gen. 
Bramwell Bootn. He traveled 
widely with him. 

Meanwhile, there had been in- 
ternal* troubles. Gen. Bramwell 
Booth, a year before he was de- 
posed demoted his old co-worker, 
Carpenter. The reasons never 
were made public. A change in 
administration at Lonfon,. how- 
ever, soon brought him back in 
favor and eventually he was elect- 
ed head of the army. 

His wife, the former Minnie 
Lindsay Rowell, whom he married 
in 1899, accompanied him on 
many of his trips. She directed 
much of the army’s relief work 
in England and was otherwise ac- 
tive in its affairs. Their daughter, 
Stella, was on the editorial staff 
for army publications in Toronto, 
Canada; and their son, Capt. 
George, commanded an army 
corps in England.

“In North China,” he said, “our 
strength under Gen. Fu Tso-yi is 
growing.

Conceding “we have made seri- 
ous military mistakes,” Chiang 
said his armies are changing strat- 
egy.

RUSSIA WANTS IRAN TO STOP 
HOSTILE CRITICISM IN PRESS 


TEHRAN, April 9 (UP)—Russia 


has suggested that the Iranian 
Government halt “bellicose” criti- 


\cisms of the Soviet Union appear- 


ing in Iranian newspapers. The 
suggestion was made in the latest 
Soviet note in a series of mMes- 
sages exchanged by Iran and Rus- 
sia. 

The contents of the note were 
disclosed by the Government.

HE sheer horse-power of indignation that 
T passes over this desk on the subject of 
mystery and crime dramas, if properly 
utilized, could run a small city.

The Senator Was Unfunny 


With such expert comedy hands as William Powell, Charles 
MacArthur and George S. Kaufman 
justifiably expect something pretty clever in the way of 
Political satire in “THE SENATOR WAS INDISCREET,” at 

LOEW’S STATE THEATER. But, sad to tell, 


the amalgamation of all this talent has re- 


involved, one would 


sulted merely in an inept burlesque of a fusty, 
bombastic United States Senator running for 
a presidential nomination. 

The burlesque is so broad at times it’s 
more crude than funny. MacArthur in his 
script has endeavored to poke fun at political 

campaigning, but. he has so anxiously avoided touching on any 
real issues or treading on any real toes, that only the most 
absurd inanities are left. Powell's Senator Ashton promises 
labor a three-day week for eight days’ pay, and capital that 
labor will be forced to work eight days for three days’ pay. He 
speaks with the accent of whatever state he’s in, exudes a paean 
to Minneapolis when he’s in St. Paul, bores everyone with 
interminable speeches, but gains a huge following by such 
promises as a $5000 bonus for everyone who was NOT in the 
armed forces. All this would be funny enough, probably, in 
such political satire musicals as Kaufman did in “Of Thee I 
Sing,” and “I’d Rather Be Right.” But in a straight comedy 
some framework of realism is required to make the satire have 
some point. Here it’s so far-fetched all realism is lost, It 
probably would have been a lot funnier merely to record gravely 
the actual doings of a Congress that votes a tax cut while at 
the same time voting the Marshall plan and increased military 
expenditures.

Peter Lind Hayes, as the political press agent who 
exploits Senator Ashton, does well enough, but not much of his 
comic talent is used. 

The American people, we think, are sophisticated enough 
politically by now to be able to appreciate a more subtle ap- 
proach than this.

Clean Hands

OOKS are expected to last a 
long time and they will if they 
are rightly cared for, kept 
clean and, when not in use, placed 
on the shelves.

Dont Turn Up Nose at Hillbilly Songs 


“They Are True Expression and Repository of Authentic American Folk Music'—Romberg 


By Inez Robb 


NEW YORK, April 8. 


OU know those illbilly songs 
that come out of the radio and 
lie flat—almost as flat as the 
nasal tenor of the old cow hand 
who is singing them at 6:30 a.m.? 


Well sir, don’t beat the little 
kiddies with a stick hereafter 
when they holler to tune in on 
such a program. 

Sigmund Romberg, who has 
composed about 80 Broadway mu- 
sical shows and some 2000 popu- 
lar songs in the last three decades, 
says the hillbilly tunes are the 
true expression and repository of 
authentic American folk music. 

“No matter how much they 
corn jt up on the radio, hillbilly 
music contains America’s basic 
folk ballads,” Romberg, a genial, 
rolypoly man, declared today. 


He even believes that such songs 
as “The Last Round-Up” and 
“Wagon Wheels,” written in hill- 
billy style, stack up with many of 
the works of Stephen Foster, 
America’g master composer of folk 
songs. 

Romberg, 59, who has to his 
credit such Broadway successes as 
“Maytime,” “The Desert Song” 
and “Up In Central Park,” is 
pleased every time he hears that 
someone has penetrated into the 
hinterlands to put down on: paper 
the hillbilly music he believes a 
valuable part of the nation’s cul- 
tural heritage. 


“At least the gin mill is no lon- 
ger the front of original American 
music, as it was in the jazz age,” 
said Romberg, as he chased a 
lamb chop around on his luncheon 
plate at the Ritz Towers. He pre- 
fers a font located in the West 
Virginia hills or the lone prairie. 


Anyway, in Romberg’s opinion, 
America is out of the jazz age. 
And don’t argue with him that 
hillbilly music isn’t an improve- 
ment! 

America’s musical taste has ad- 
vanced by leaps and bounds, he 
believes, since le jazz hot repre- 
sented the nation’s musical pref- 
erences around the globe after 
World War I. : 

The nation isn’t really ripe for 
classical music yet, not the real, 
true long-hair stuff, in Romberg’s 
opinion. But it’s headed in that 
a and at a mighty fast 
clip. 

Romberg, who has been taking 
an orchestra out on tour through-

GS IN HILLBILLY STYLE STACK UP WITH SOME OF THE WORKS 


By 1941, Romberg was so sick 
and tired of jazz that he won- 


dered if there was still a place 
for “decent” music in America. 
He got an orchestra together and 
set out to see if “middle-brow” 
music would take. Whether the 
tour was a financial success 
didn’t worry Romberg, since for 
many years his musical royalties 
have kept rollin’ along like the 
Mississippi. 
* * 


In his first tour, he leaned 
heavily on the works of Jerome 
Kern, Franz lLehar, George 
Gershwin, Victor Herbert and 
Sigmund Romberg—larded with 
Strauss waltzes and Sousa 
marches. 


Since that initial tour of middle 
brow music, which was so suc- 
cessful, the brow has been gradu- 
ally inching up every year. He 
now interlaces the programs with 
Debussy, Chopin, Tschaikovsky, 
"gain Handel, Verdi and their 
ilk. 

It will not be surprising if he 
begins sneaking over Wagner, 
Brahms and Beethoven on his 
audiences in the near future. Of 
the selections he piays on tour, 
Romberg said happily: 

“A symphony orchestra would 
call it Schmaltz and a jazz band 
would scream long hair. Butt a 
lot of people who wouldn't care 
for either one, like us.” 


Romberg is convinced that 
America today is leading the 
world in arts, especially music. 
All serious artists, he said, must 
come Mere for the prestige of an 
appearance at one of our music 
centers. 


He pointed to the nation’s 
school bands and orchestras as 
the best and noisiest proof of the 
nation’s deep interest and love of 
music, 

Romberg, who is president of 
the Song Writers’ Protective As- 
sociation, loves his orchestral 
tours between composing for 
both Broadway and Hollywood. 


Only one feature of the tours 
terrifies him: The infant prodi- 
gies and their mamas. They lie 
in wait all over the United States 
to trap any visiting Broadway or 
Hollywood celebrity into an audi- 
tion. When he first went out on 
= he got rid of them by say- 
ng: 

“IT haven't time to hear you 
now. But next time I am in your 
town, positively I will hear you!” 

It’s the repeat engagements 
that are killing him.

A half-ham 
usually weighs about six pounds 
and a family of six will use about 
three pounds of it for the first 
meal; the rest may be used in a 
number of delicious ways. If you 
do choose a ham loaf dress it up 
with the sugar and spice sauce 
suggested. o make it, just mix 
three-fourths cup brown sugar, 
one-half tablespoon mustard, one- 
fourth cup vinegar and one-fourth 
cup water and stir over low heat 
until sugar dissolves; then boil 
sauce for five minutes, pour over 
the ham loaf and baste with it 


during the baking. 
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Drip Stains From Gutters. 
AKING as our basic figure the 
number of rain drops that fall 
throughout the world during-a 
single year, only a very small per- 
centage can be expected to end up 
in your roof gutter. An even 
smaller percentage will strike the 
sides of the gutter and slip down 
along the side of the house. But, 
the ones that do may leave nasty 
looking stains on the painted sid- 
ing just for old times sake. 

The solution for this trouble is 
to keep gutters and downspouts 
| Oe the so that the water can't get 
at the motal. This will also help 
extend the life of the gutter, by 
the way, 

New galvanized gutters will not 
hold paint for very long unless the 
surface is wiped with vinegar, or 
a prepared solution that will rough 
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oe the zinc surface. If the gutter 
has been exposed to the weather 
for several months you won't have 
to bother with this business. Any 
rust spots should be sanded clean 
and the entire surface wiped with 
benzine to remove the grease. 
After this, a coat of red lead or 
some other metal primer should 
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perfect with the new gentle-lady

Copper gutters will cause stains 
too and these can be prevented by 
either giving the metal a few coats 
of paint or varnish. If a paint is 


used it should be a lead based 
paint and the surface must be 
clean, If you like the color of 
copper then use spar varnish, Use 
a couple of coats at least and be

ry.
